Sir: 

I herewith return the correspondence submitted to me for my views on the 
application contained, to use the large coining press in the Branch Mint at New 
Orleans for striking certain medals. 

If the medals proposed to be struck are not larger than a Double Eagle, and 
the material, gold or silver, I can see no objection, under the circumstances, to grant 
the use of the press, for the purpose indicated. 

The press has sufficient power, and when used by hand, and with care, under 
the direction of Mr. Bonzano, no injury can result. The permission granted in this 
case ought not to be regarded as a precedent.
